Secretary of the Interior to appoint three 
Comm.saioners for each portion of public 
lands settled upon and occupied as a town- 
site, no more than two of whom shall be 
members of tbe same politico! organization, 
whose doty it shall be whenever called 
upon by any of the occupants of such 
townsite, and the money for the enteracce 
of such townsite is tarnished, to enter at 
the proper land office, at the minimum 
pnce, the Innd so settled and occupied, 
not exceeding one-half section for each 
towcsit*, in trust for tbe several use and 
benefit of tbe occupants thereof, according 
to their respective interests.

Foraker continued his testimony before the 
House Committee investigating the ballot- 
box forgery this morning. He slated Wood 
had submitted to him some papers relat- 
ing to ths ballot-box matter, but he made 
no nse of them, as they did not include 
what he wanted. Later, Wood got a letter 
from him which bore the named of Sher- 
man, Batterwortb, MoKinley and McPber- 
son. Witness eaid he accepted the paper 
without a question as to its genuineness, 
and it has ted to all the mortification he had 
experienced about this whole matter 
Aa 


an honorable man would, he felt mortified 
to find that he had been imposed upon by 
a paper which, in the light of subsequent 
events, it appeared, should not have de- 
ceived him. 


Foraker produced a number of letters 


from Spokan, Bntterwotth and McKinliey, 
and declared there *as a striking resem- 
blance between the genuine and the forged 
signatures. He said that EOOU after getting 
the papers be had met Editor Halstead, 
while on tbe train en route to Cincinnati, 
and showed him the papers. He (witntsij 
did not see how he could make use of the 
matter. Halstead said be saw how he 
conld use it, so far as Campbell was con- 
cerned; that Campbell was only a mail 
named betore the people, that it was his 
duty to the people to keep such a man 
from being Governor, etc., that, if witness 
did cot give him (Halstead) the paper, he 
would publish it anyhow. At Halatead's 
snggestion witness bad the papers photo- 
graphed, to secure him against the los* of 
the origimal. 


On the 16th of September Wood wrote 


witness complaining that Mayor Mosby 
would not appoint him Smoke Inspector. 
Winers nndei stood that charges had been 
preferred against Wood. The latter came 
to see ihe Governor and he believed Wood 
explained that his appearance in the police 
couit was for defending his wife from in- 
salt on a street car. 


Witness read his letter of Augusc 13tb,

Witness told Wood he need not expect an 
appointment unless be was a worthy man, 
and that he -(witness) did not desire him 
appointed unless he could establish his 
character. 


Several letters from Wood bearing upon 


his application were read. In one Wood

"They will be on to me with both 


feet, when yon and Halstead throw the 
boxes on them,and I should not be allowed 
to stand alone." Wood added that many 
great men make mistakes they afterwards 
regret. 


After witneas had beard the charges
